General Longstreet was in fine spirits when 
he passed through Atlanta yesterday and said 
to a CONSTITUTION reporter: 

‘‘Yes, the boys wrote to me that I must join 
them once more, and I felt in my heart that I 
ought to doit. Brave and noble men they are, 
and I shall be glad to see them again, sure. 
The Washington Light Artillery was one of 
my favorite batteries in the times of civil war 
and the warmest attachment has always 
existed between us. 

“T do not know what part I shall take in the 
ceremonies at Richmond; wherever my men 
are stationed, there I shall be found.”’ 

When asked if he would wear a confederate 
flag on the lapel of his coat while participating 
in the exercises, General Longstreet said:

The pian is simply to bring the buyers to the 
melons, instead of sending the melons to the 
buyers. Where this cannot be done the busi- 
ness Will be conducted on a plan of co-opera- 
tion between the grower and the melon ex- 
ebange. 

The credit for working up the scheme is due 
to Mr. J. R. Forrester, who has been laboring 
onitfor months. At last he has brought* the 

wers and commission men nearer together 
than they have ever been before. 

The organization Was effected after a long 
eonference between representatives of some of 
the leading commission houses. The follow- 

jng genticmen were present: 

Mr. J. R. Forrester, of Albany; Mr. T. C. 
Bayliss, of Cincinnati ; Mr. J. H. McCary, of 
Birmingham; Mr. E. W. Short, of Louisville ;

All day these gentlemen wrestled with the 
knotly groblems of melon distribution. The 
pros and cons of the plan were thoroughly 
discussed and by ten o’clock last night an 
agreement was r xached for the basis of opera- 
tions upon Which the management think the 
troublesome distribution problem can_ be 
soived. It includes two main features, to-wit: 
Buying the whole crops of those who will 
sell at an average price, and shipping on 
consignment through the exchange, which 
will direct distribution so as not to crowd 
markets. % 

An attempt was made to agree upon a scale 
of prices for crops bought outright. A com- 
mittee which had that matter under consider- 
ation reported certain prices up to the Ist of 
July, a jess price from that to the 1th of July 
and astil! smalier price for melons shipped 

, alter July 15th. All the parties concerned, 
however, were not able to agree upon the scale 
of prices. 

During the meeting statistics were produced 
which showed “that there are 20,000 acres 
planted in Georgia. and contracts have 

cen signed for the sale or co-opera- 
tive shipment on 19,580 acres, So 
the matter isin a very advanced stage. This 
work has been done by Mr. Forrester and Mr. 

Skellie. 

Mr. Land, whoisa large melon-grower in 
South Carolina, where he had 300 acres last 
year, also represents a Philadelphia commis- 
sion house. besides the commission houses rep- 
resented in the meeting, others in Boston, Bal- 
timore and other cities, sent letters and 
telegrams offering to jein in the 
movement. These commission houses, 
With the growers interested, make a 
trong financial basis for the organization. 
The Albany bank will guarantce its payments, 
which will be made in cash and not by check. 

Representatives of the exchange will be sta- 
tioned at every melon shipping station and 
will buy outright or take cars on consignment, 
according to the agreement of the grower with 
the exchance. All shipments will be made 


under direction of Mr. Forrester who will di-— 


rect the distribution from Atlanta. 

Mr. Forrester made the round of the north- 
em and western markets, and outlined to lead- 
ing dealers an association which includes one 
strong commission house in each of the dis- 
tribtiting centers. Eachis to handie all the 
melons sent to his city, and each is to put up 
his prorataof the cash required to do the 
business. 

ir. Forrester estimates the melon crop 

of Georgia this year at 10,000 
car-loads, the proceeds of which will be not 
less than $500,000. The commission men put 
up the capital necessary to handle this busi- 
Hess. . 

Then for the southern end of the arrange- 
ment. The melon-growers of Georgia have 
been seen, and asked to puta price on thoir 
crops at the nearest railroad station, no 
melous under eighteen pounds to be. in? 
cluded. Figures, or consignments, have 
been agreed on, and Mr. Forrester brought the 
contracts in his pocket, prepared to ctose up. 
the arrangement. 

_ This arrangement benefits both ends of the 
Watermelon business. The grower gets & good 
deal more for his crop, without risk and worry 
of transportation, and the seller in each 

-Market makes an arrangement whereby his 
market gets cach day only the number of cars 
itean handle without difficulty.

Heretofore when a shipper went it blind a 
city would be crying for melons one week and 
surfeited with them the next.

The headquarters of the association will 
be In Atlanta, and Mr. Forrester will 
be in charge. Distribution west will be 
made from here.

return in melons very largely. It will save 
the growers of the state, in all probability, not 
less that $2,000, 

The probable course of commission mer- 
chants not in the exchange will 
be to enter the field and buy 
melons and competition with the association. 
That is all right with the growers. It is what 
they would most like to see. This whole move, 
in fact, was started with a view to bringing the 
melon buyer, like the cotton buyer, to make 
his purchases on the apot, on the fields where 
the crop matures. . 

The whole arrange t has been worked up 
with swift secrecy, Its nothing ,less than a 
stroke of genius. The effects will be more far- 
reaching than at first appears. 

Consider the matter a moment. A limited 
area of the country takes 10,000 cars. The 
only reason the area of melou consumption is 
not larger is because the railroads north of the 
Ohio and west of the Mississippi have not 
waked up to their opportunities. They are 
carrying west-bound sreight in the dull sum- 
mer months for less per ton mile than the 
southern roads give on melons. _ If 
they would make a like. rate _ be- 
yond the rivers, their dull season 
would become a busy one and they would find 
it dificult to furnish rolling stock as fast as it 
would be needed for melons. When they put 
on the eight-mill rate the area of melon con- 
sumption becomes three times as large as now. 
That means 30,000 cars of melons, which will 
be produced as fast as demanded; that means 
also four or five million dollars a year to the 
railroads for freight on melons, The melon 
business would almost pay the fixed charges on 
some of the roads. 

The western and northern roads can’t help 
seeing this after a while. And when they do 
take it into their heads to puton rates that 
will develop this business you will see some- 
thing that will open your eyes. 

They ought to catch on to the idea that 
there isa fine opportunity to build up a fine 
return business in the cars coming back after 
carrying those southern products west. There 
is sucha thing as staving off business and 
sending it off another way—for instance to 
the east, when the southern — states 
have been buying merchandise more largely 
than elsewhere. One good turn deserves an- 
other. The melon business beyond the Ohio 
and Mississippi would mean a reciprocal busi- 
ness to those regions in return. 

Not only that, the coming business with 
South America is to be done largely through 
southern ports. Now is a good time for the 
west to begin making southern trade connec- 
tions, and it is as-vital a matter to the western 
roads as to anyone else. 


AN ATLANTA INVENTOR, 


Mr. John F. Fuss Patents a Valuable Im- 
provement in Vehicle Wheels. 

Number 428,302. 

That’sthe number of an Atlanta man’s 
patent. The inventor is Mr. John F. Fuss, an 
employee of THE CONSTITUTION, and well 
known in Atlanta as a practical and scientific 
mechanic. 

The patent is for an improvement in spoke 
sockets for vehicle wheels, and has been 
judged by experts a most useful and valuable 
invention. The inprovement is simple, prac- 
ticable and of very general application. 

A brief description is given. The object is 
to improve the manner of engagements of the 
spokes with the fellies, rendering them more 
durabls, and to protect the end of the spoke 
from Spreading or upsetting. Between the 
felly and the shoulder of the spoke there fits a 
step. Thestep is rounded longitudinally to 
conform to the shape of the felly, and extends 
slightly over the side of the felly to prevent 
splitting. A holeis provided in the step for 
the passage of the spoke, which hole has an 
elliptically shaped .counter bore tapering in- 
wardly. The spoke then rests squarely on the 
bottom of the counter bore, and the sides 
of the spoke being sustained by the 
sides thereof, cannot be spread _ or 
upset onitsend and become loeose,.but will 
remain tight and will not indent {the felly by 
reason of the broad bearing which the step has 
thereon to support the superincumbent weight. 
The step, as before pointed out, prevents split- 
ting of the felly, and by providing so close a 
fit for the spoke, and so long a bearing on the 
felly all around the tenon, will prevent ‘the 
entrance of sand and the consequent damage, 

Mr. Fuss has been assured of strong financial 
backinfg here, and will at once set about intro- 
ducing his patent.

YHE REDUCTION OF PERCENTAGES 
TO BE CONSIDERED. 


A Petition Made Yesterday for Another 
Reduction—Mr. Hammond’s Appoint-, 
ment—All Over the State. 


The Kimball rotunda and the railroad offices 
about the hotel were alive yesterday with 
railroad representativ es. 

They were arriving on almost every train 
yesterday, and kept coming last night. Prob- 
ably others will arrive this morning. 

The clans are gathering for one of the most 
momentous issues the railroads have been called 
upon to meet in years. 

The state railroad commission is to decide 
upon the question of taking off all percentages 
now allowed to railroads in excess of the stand- 
ard tariffs. 

It affects every railroad in the state, and all 
of them are to be represented in the argument 
today—practically every mile of railroad in the 
state. 

The steady reduction of these percentages 
has been going on continually ever since the 
commission was established, but each reduction 
was made for special reason. Each case has 
been decided upon its own merits. 

The percentages vary with natural condi- 
tions, so that some roads are allowed very 
large percentages while others are small. The 
older roads, and those through thickly settled 
districts, are handicapped in favor of the new 
and weak. 

The measure now under consideration is 
unique, in that it purposes to reform without 
regarding natural conditions as heretofore. A 
mile of railroad is to be treated as a mile of 
railroad. It’s a horizontal reduction. 

To some roads it will mean a simple reduc- 
tion of revenue—one that they can well af- 
ford, and one to which the consumer in that 
territory is really entitled. 

But other roads—the Atlanta and Florida, 
for example—view the measure with alarm. 
They say it means bankruptcy and a receiver. 

It will be remembered, though, that proph- 
ecies just as gloomy, coming from the railroads 
to the commission, have proven groundless— 
as when the passenger rates were reduced, 
ynd in many other instances. 

The commission meets at 10 o’clock this 
morning. 

Judge Erwin, who has been ill for some 
time, is expected to be present, the importance 
of the matter demanding the fullest possible 
hearing. 

A meeting of the railroad men was held yes- 
terday in the Southern Railway and Steam- 
ship association’s rooms, and arguments were 
compared at some length. 

The Naval Stores Case. 

The railroad commission heard argument 
yesterday on the petition of a number of south 
Georgia naval stores producers, asking that 
the commission discontinue the rule allowing 
railroads to charge for the loading and unload- 
‘ng of.maval stores. 

The _—ipetition comes+ from Savan- 
nah, Hou. William Clifton, attorney. 
The petitioners were represented before th 
board yesterday by Dorsey & Howell, of At- 
lanta. 

The Savannah, Florida and Western was 
represented by Traffic Manager C. D. Owens 
and General Freight Agent W. P. Hardee; 
the Central by General Freight Agent G. A. 
Whitehead. 

Commissioners framwell —- Robertson 
were present. 

No decision was rendered. * 

Mr. Hammond's aebiaiiitieins. 

Mr. C. P. Hammond’s* appointment as di- 
vision superintendent on the Georgia Pacific 
went into effect yesterday. 

His headquarters are Birmingham. 

Mr. Hammond’s division is the second. He 
takes the place of Mr. E. T. Smith, resigned. 

Mr. Hammond’s successor in the Richmond 
and Danville oftice—engineer of maintenance 
of way—has not been filled. Temporarily, 
Superintendent Berkley will discharge the 
duties of the position. 

Under One Head. 

Work is progressing rapidly on the Chatta- 
nooga Southern, all under contract between 
Chattanooga and Gadsden. Over twenty-two 
miles have been graded south from Chatta- 
nooga, and nine north from Gadsden. 

The surveys have been completed and the 
grading begun on the East Tennessee line 

rom Hazelhurst to Waycross. The distance, 
as finally located, is forty-five miles. 

The Georgia Southern and Florida authori- 
ties have pledged themselves to begin work 
within ninety days on the road from “Tifton to 
Thomasville, and to have it completed within 
twelve months. 

It is believed by many that Colonel E. C. 
Machen and others connected with the Middle 
Georgia and Atlantic railway, have bought 
from Dudley M. Hughes and others the fran- 
chise of the Macon and Dublin road. It is 
said that this fact accounts for the sudden re- 
vival of the enterprise, and that when Presi- 
dent Hughes obtained, this week, the right of 
way and termi nal property from the city council 
of Macon, he had previously made the deal with 
the Middle Georgia and Atlantic, and it was 
thought best to keep the inatter quiet and let 
Mr. Hughes appear as the mover in the mat- 
ter. A prominent merchant from Bartow, 
who has large landed interests along the line 
of the proposed road, stated that the Machen 
people have bought the fr: inchise of the Macon 
and Dublin road, with the guarantee that it 
will be built inside of twelve months.

At the entrance -one 
of the managers asks his name, and if he is on 
the registered list, admits him, checking the 
name, and furnishing him with an ofiicial bal- 
lot. This ballotis about as large asan ordi- 
nary deed and folded in the same way, with the 
different lists of candidates inside. On the out- 
side of the fold is printed in large type, ‘official 
ballot,’ and the election is designated. 
The voter takes the ticket into one 
of the booths, where he ean rest it on the shelf 
and look over the names at his leisure. -There 
are all the tickets in the tield printed in full. 
On the ballots of the Providence election there 
were four tickets, democraticfrepublican, pro- 
hibition and nationalist. The voter simply 
puts across mark opposite the name of the 
man he wishes to vote for. Of the 2,500 voters 
at that precinct only four or five had to be in- 
structed.” 

“What of the nationalists?” 

“There are not many, just a few about in 
spots. I suppose thev cast a hundred or so of 
the 2,500 votes in the Previdence election.’’ 

Mr. Lowrey took quite an interest in the 
condition of the negro in Rhode Island. 

“They don’t have the genuine negro as we 
see him here, but mostly a mixture with the 
Narragansett Indians. There was an 
old darky who belonged to 
Senator Dixon, as polite an old darkey as I 
ever saw. One day I met him on the street 
and shook hands with him. Some of the 
Providence people saw it and were surprised. 
“TI see you treat them differently down there,” 
said he; ‘it is not usual for us to shake hands 
with them here.”’ 

“Yes,” said I, ‘we always thought more of 
the negroes than you do,’”’ 

Speaking of the treatment of the negroes 
there, Mr. Lowrey said: ‘“‘You seethem there 
drawing or digging clams, lifting the end ofa 
heavy timber, or carring mortar, but never 
handling a trowel beside a white man. They 
may do the chores or the heavy work, but 
when it comes to plying a white man’s trade, 
or doing any part of his work that requires 
skill, like laying brick or handling achisel, they 
don’t doit. The white workmen object. You 
don’t see them at the hotels, oratthe theaters, 
unless it is away up in the peanut gallery.” 


“The people up there have no conception of 
the condition of affairs in the south. They 
think society here is in about the same con- 
alition as « in Mexico. They 
know nothing of our institutions or 
our methods of carrying on ‘business. In fact, 
they don’t understand us at all. 

‘They are good people, and will size up 
about like the people in the south. The 
climate keeps them moving. They are pretty 
lively; but 4 suffered as much from heat there 
as here, atid as much from cold here as there. 
In the winter here:the wind whistles through 
average country houses. The dooris open, and 
we stand in front of the big open fire-place, 
with our backs burning and our fronts cold. 
But up there taey buifd for winter.

THE STOCK MARKET. 
The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

Mew Yorn, May 26.—-As recent net earnings of 
railrvads are made public the outiook is. better, as 
the net earnings inmany cases make a materially 
better showing than the gross. Saturday and to- 
day being bank holidays in London, the stock 
market received no support from that quarter and 
today there was a disposition on the part of many 
operators to await for London. Friday is also a 
holiday here, and the week being so broken up it 
is probable that no great activity may be looked 
for in Wall street until the beginning of next 
week. The fecling this morning, however, was 
generally bullish and the general list, as arule, 
showed small fractional improvement over 
Saturday's final prices. Chicago was a 
buyer of the grangers, and Chicago gas and com- 
mission people, while not so liberally supplied 
with orders as a few wecks ago, were bullish and 
advised purchasers and movements in the list, 
under the cirdumstances, were small and unim- 
portant, as a rule, and only in a few stocks an op- 
portunity was given for special demonstration 
were there cither activity or wide fluctuations. 
ln the regular list St. Paul was active and, while, 
traded in over a range of only one per cent, dis- 
piayed a firm front with the rest of the list. At- 
chison, although the issue of large amounts of 
new stocks is not looked upon with favor, held its 
own very well, though dropping rather 
more than the remainder. A special drive 
was made at Cleveland, Cincinnatti, Chicago and 
St. Louis in the forenoon, with the result of 
knocking off its price nearly two per cent, but a 
partial recovery followed and only a slight effect 
was produced upon the general list. Chicago Gas 
and Oregon Transcontinentai were strong stocks, 
and the former retained most of its advance at the 
close. The features of today, however, were trusts, 
andespeeially sugar and distillers, The former 
was let off rapidly in the early dealings, ostensibly 
with the object of wetting rid of some of the too 
numerous following, and within ten jminutes 
it had fallen from 89 to 85'4. The stock 
rallied to 88%,, but closed at 864%. Distillers-was 
lifted upon the report of its having obtained a 
practical monopoly, but a large distillery was to- 
day reported not to have come into the trust, and 
the price was rattied off from 48% to 45, though it 
rallied to 47 and closed at 46%. The general mar- 
ket showed the effects of realization. toward the 
close, andthe market closed quiet and heavy at 
insignificant changes from the opening figures.
